observe -their past superiority. over. their 
neighbours, their’ more highly organized 
insututions; their’ greater -cominund . of 
system, their more united actiou in pursuit 
of a definite purpose, ani their duequalled 
industry. Not only have -they spread out 
their wide embracing wings towards every. 
point of the. compass: froin ‘the compara 
tively’ insignificant torritory of the tine of 
Confucius; but, besides Ghina Proper, they 
have imposed a tributary allegiance on 
‘Tartaiy, ‘Vibet, and: the Uorea; and have 
implanted”. their institutions. deeply in 
Anam, Siaw, and “Japan, Defective as 
thuir custoins and laws are from the modern 
point’ of-view, it is undoubted. that their 
whole ayatum. of life and government was 
incontestably superiur to anything’ which 
had ariseu" in thu Hast of Asia, and that 
the sutroutiding barbarians readily, submit- 
‘ted. to the paternal influences of Chinese 
semi-civilization in its pany days, Inall 
these outlying dependencies, and. in those 
vountries wherd it baa simply exerted: a 
beneticial effect, its power is in great 
Measure ‘on the wane. ‘he exigencies 
of tho Chinese - empire itself, the for- 
midable- struggle with. the ‘Taipings, the 
succes ive shovks dealt to it in its con, 
ficts: with foreigners, have undoubtedly 
shorn it both of prestige and power, 
while the Mohammedan insurrection on tho 
Western border threatens to be a first step 
towards diginemberwnent,. ‘The ayo séems 
past for the influence of semi-civilized wa- 
tions over races inferior to themselves; and 
the enlightened natious of the West -are 
gradually monopolising all the functions. to 
whieh their high position points as their up- 
propriate destiny, Une of the most conspi- 
cuous avidences'of this, is the progress ‘of 
the French in anain. ‘They, found in Co- 
obi Ohina aud the provinces lately nequirail 
from Anam, .the Chinese system. in full 
sway, Weth the laws ¢he’eatie .as. those in 
existence ditring the Ming dynasty, and the 
religion. of Cunfuéins the official: faith. 
They have put mengures in operation to ef- 
fect a refurniation ; but they find that the 
Ciiveso ayatom thas a-firm hold: on. the 
ininds of the people, and that it is by .no 
Mteans an easy task to eradicate its charac- 
teristic. vices. and defects. It can soarcely 
be doubted, however, that‘under the-active 
propagandisin ‘aiforded “by French: piotec- 
tion, the traces of Chinese: influence: will 
gradually disappear’; “and the perpetual 
presenco of civalized ‘rulers will rapidy sub- 
stitute. -amonget’ the ‘natives improved 
niethods and wore rational ideas; Tuie po- 
pulation over which the: Fronch preside ig 
comparatively sinall,-so that they cau hope 
to organize and direct it ina much more 
compléte manner, than is possible with the 
large semi-civilized nations of tlie Kast, 

Small however-as the -present. linits of 
Cochin : hina are, and firmly as the French 
hold it in their grasp, it-is not. without 
difficulty ‘aud danger that they maintain 
their sway.

measure to disappointment, as the insurrec- 
tiou in Cambodia had rendered communica.

for four months they waited forthe arrival 
of instructions and pnaaports from the high 
authorities at Ava and Peking..- Whilst 
here, the -difficulty of obtaining provisions 
led them to resolve upon the reduction of 
their.

They had now traversed the 
Meikong an i traced its course with accuracy, 


but from a commercial point of view they | 


had discovered little that was encouraying. 
‘The Mvikong itself was, in its upper course, 
obstructed by rocks and rapida, aud the 
population was ‘excvediugly scanty, the 
capital of the Siumese Laos, Luang-Tra- 
bong. not containing mora than 8,000 inha- 
hitants. Thus far, they. had journeyed 
without much difficulty, in consequence 
of the protection’ accorded-to them by the 
Court. of Siam, but in entering on Upper 
Laos they bad-to prepare to encounter 
greater: hardships. From Stieug-kong. to. 
Muonglin, ‘the first town of Laos which 
submitted to Birman supremacy, the cottutry 
has for.forty years been almost eutirely 
abandoued ; atid, at the latter place, the 
passage for boats became impracticable, 
and /all the baggage except a chango of 
clothing had: to bo left behind, and the 
Journey continued on foot, -Their. direc. 
tion lay parallel with tlie Muikong, and in 
nine days after leaving Muong-lin, they 
arrived at Muong-yony. --[t -was now tno 
-mouth .of July 1367, .and us the local 
authorities endeavoured tu throw obstacles 
in the way. of further progress, M. de 
Lagrée, who had ‘not. received a passport 
from the Court of Ava, after. cominunica- 
ting with the Chief of Stiou-tuny, the.most 
powerful of the numorous Laos princes, 
domed it prudent to pay'a visit to this 
personage at Stien-tuny, nolwithstanding 


‘the difficulties of travel during the rainy 


season. in’ a very - mountainous country, 
After’ spending about a month in negotia- 
tion, the Birman Resident stationed at this 
place to collect thuthe tribute, countersigned 


thé’ pasgport issued by the’ chief of Stien- 


‘tung, and on the 10th September M. de 


Layrée joined his friends at Muong-youg. 
y this timo the travellers-‘were cougide- 
rably reditced “by: fatigue and. privation, 
‘The insurrection in Cambodia ha prevent- 
ed them from having their necessary wants 
properly” supplied, and. with. insufficient 
food ‘and shelter, and fever ‘and other 
prostrating disexees caught: in the marshy 
forvats through © which they. passed, the 
whole of the party were rapidly. becoming 
exhausted. “After serious difficulties, they 
reached, towards the .end of October, 
‘Tsieng-hong, the-chief of which is dependent 
both: upon China and Burnab, ‘Lo tha 
north of this'the Mabommedan insurrection 
was going on, and hiving deemed: it inad- 
visable-to follow ‘up the course -of ‘the 
Meikong any further; they ‘crossed: the 
Chinesu:frontier and . entored the province 
of Yun-naa; At this time a line’ passing: 
through Szumao—~Thooeul, Yuencbang, 
Linngiu, Shiping, Lake * Tankki, - Lake 
Siewg-tchonang, Yun-uan, and: Tung-ehuen, 
marked out the limits of the Mahommedan 
tebelliow, and their’ object was: now 
to penetrate. to Tali, the capital of 
the independent state ‘that. hud been 
formed, and. an iniportant. centre of 
trade ~ between - Tibet, Burmah, - and 
the provinees of Yun-nai and Szechuen:
